“Muern Pelaez!™ “Muera Modet!” (the latter Colo-
nel of Engineers), to which were added the grossest
Ingults everuttered againgt the principal authority,
Other volunteers meautime Kept rupning throngh
the principal strects of the city, calling to arms aml
clamoring, and they finally all formed wt the Pargque
and other pelucipal points.  Duleg, advised of their
propoted manenvres, had previously ordersd fonr

about 10 o'clock A M, he appeared on the balcony,

The ship was resdy to
sall, awaiting only the signul from the captaln of the
port, when the Chief of Police presented himself on
board and demanded of the oaptain the dellvery of
Senor Magallanes. The British Cousul, who was pre-
sont, remurked that by virtue of a convention cele-
brated between Brazil and treat Britaln, the deten.
tlon of & pagsenger must he effocted nt least within
an hour previogs to the salling of n steamer, and
that Senor Magallanes haviog Just come on bowrd
with a legal passport the ship could got be detilned
on this scoount. The ofMeer of the port declared
that he wonld not permit the steamer to pass the
fort, but the consul ordered the ship W leave, which
she acoordingly did, ordering the captain o procesd,
and to return only in case the ship should be fired
upon by the fort, )

The Latest Raid-Moassacre om  the Upper
RNunlina — Horrible  Atrecities — Reveolting
Nernes.

A letter has just been recelved from Spllman
creck, Lincoln county, Kansas, dated June Gd,
which gives In detall the circumstances of o recent
Indian massacre. It reads as follows: —

The Indian Swoop.

Last Sabbath opened guletly on the settiement of
the Upper Baling.  Romors had indeed reached
these border settlements of Indian depredations on
the Blue apd Republican Rivers, and near Fort Hays,
u few days before, but they were not generally be-
leved, any Oelds of corn had been plunted. Some
wheat and other grain was looking fine, New cml-
granta were pouring in, and many heads of fumilles
had left thelr women and children to attend to bnsi-
pess st the Land OmMcee, or procure provisions al
Suling, forty-nve miles distant. It wus (ate in the after-
noon when two men pamed Alverson snd Zeigler
were driving with &  horse down the
valley of Spllman ereck, ROmMe elght
miles from Its mouth, when they saw & body of
arnied men riding by fours in regular order behind
them. At Arst they thought them soldiers. They
were abont Aty In number, and a8 they approached
hore off towards the hilis In psssing the wagon,
keeping half o mbo distant unthl they hid got below
them on the valley, when shey hroke and charged on
the two men and the wagon,
for Iife. The Indluns wheeled and eircled roand the
fying wagoners. One of them held the reins and
urged the horses to the gallop, while the other held
a rifte roudy for any that might approsch Wo doar,
After gevernl miled’ ruce they rebched the timber,
wid, abandoning the tonm, escuped throogh the
hrush with thelr rites, where the Indlansg did not
cire to follow then.

Thon there was u raee |

these was Mra. Aldendics, a young married woman,
her babe, and three other ohlldren, respectively
three, six, and nine years, Another woman, a Mra,
Hiods, with her baby, wias (n the houss, The haos-
biand of the Iatter was at the Land OMoe, 75 milea
distant.  Alderdice, together with the two Messrs,
Hendernan and Mr. Story, were at Saling, 45 miles
distant, getting provisions. In theé house were a
couplo of Irishimen.  These were artned, but started
for their horses, which were down in the bead, The
women implored themn to stay, but terrified at thelr
Alght, and withoont thiinking that thelr grontest safoLy
wus in the houso, they gathersd up thelr children
and fed, Mg, IKinds hsd her baby In her arme, snd
took Mra, Alderdice's second ohild on her buck
Mre  Alderdice, with her babe at the broast and
another at tho bpek, and her ttle hoy and girl at
her side, started with the othor, They fled down
Sallne nver. From the bend where the hoose
stooll to the next polnt of timber was o prarie
streteh of throe-guarters of o mile,  Kree they had
truyersed n great portionof 18 the Tndns saw them
and pursued, WhHnt norace for life! As they reaoted
the point of timber the Indians were close 00 then.
The childron were tirsd, the womoen exhanstsd,
ean go no further,” erled the anhappy Mra, Aliler-

dice. Unable longer to bear the double arden, and
earnest to pive hor own bl Mra. Rinds pat down
the other cohild, and pressing  Her babe to
her breast, lew forwarl, ERIECE the
Sulina river, nal hid In the unilérs

growth and escaped, reaching Sclinmmuoerhorn's eanch
with blecding feet Iate that night. Not so Mrs.
Alderdice. Surrounded by her hittle ehildren ahe
saw the Indinns spprosch,  Lifting her two youngost
under her srms, ghe miade o st eifort. She was sur-
ronndoed,  er three oldest ¢culdren wore shot before
her eyos She, with herd babe, was plaesd on n
horse, snd ns the ohild's bood was fouad, bloody, &
short distance ofr, 1618 fearod thnt 10 oo wis slain;
Bt earvied o desd on ta mother's bosom, Her
oldest, a boy of nipe years, had four Balls and nn
arrow through him, but §s st alive, ond 1 1S hopisd
will recover, The other two have been buriod,
The Cavaulry Arrive Too Lnte.

While this was going on anothor settier, a Mr,
Shaetfer, with bis young wife and chilld, wore deiving
along the Hendrieks fleld, They had beon down the
valley some miles that Sunday, on o vislt, As they
croseed the Nuling, at a bridge there, Me Shaemer
had obgerved o compiny of cavalry u camp.
Hearing the hoys screnm, and soeing the horril
seene, Shactfer wheeled his horses and galloped
back whili the wagon to the military oump, scarcely
Boquarter of & mile o, It was a full company
of the Tth Coavalry, well eéquipped and mounted,

It seems that they were  over from Harker
hunting stray horses Their vigilance could
not have been great. Some of the soldiera

hid geen the partlesof Tndiaug, but did not know
what they were, When Mr, Shiefer gave the alsem,
in a short time the troopers got thelr horses pod
moved after the Indiang, with all the method 80 e¢x-
quisitely military. In abont o mile they eamae on the
three Inciang inoa ravine, where they were trying to
lariat the horses they hud captured, %o twenty in
number. Insteid of charging at upon fhem,
the offoer dsmonnted s men, sent bhaok his horses,
formed in line of battle, sand opensd up volley after
volley on the three Indiana The old Dndn, searee 500
yarls off, shook his shicld deflantly at them: Heand
hig two companions saddled fresh horses [rom
those they had captured during the fusilade, and
rode of, The cavalry were then remounted and or-
dered to follow ; but by this time the Indinos had, of
course, moved off. After a two hoors’ hunt, the
eavalry returned to camp, Next morning, with all
the horses, they started after the Indians,orossed the
tivide northwest Lo Sall creek, and thence, as they
crossed 1o the Solomon river, they came on ua party of
Indinna, a8 they thought, too strong to attack, fell
back on Salt creek, and sent to Hays and Harker for
asslstance,
